I have recently learned of a company called LightSquared that intends to bring a much-
needed 4G-LTE wireless network to Kansas.

At a time when demand for mobile broadband is driving congestion through the roof,
expanding next-generation wireless capacity should be a priority for our federal
government. Many parts of the U.S. continue to lag when it comes to affordable and
reliable broadband access, leaving many students and businesses at a disadvantage and
holding back our economic recovery.

Not only does LightSquared intend to invest $14 billion over the next several years, in
turn creating 16,000 jobs each year, but as a wholesaler LightSquared will make it
possible for dozens of new competitors to bring high-speed wireless Internet to all
Americans on wireless devices.
